Busy Missionaries. 


All the missionaries to the White 
House who have urged Mr. Cool- 
ldge to “clean house” by demand- 
ing Daugherty’s resignation are re- 
luctant to reveaY’these yrivileced 
conversations but all agree that so 
far Mr. Coolidge has said nothing 
to show what way his sentiments 
are. He has listened calmly to 
the irate Senators. Daugherty 
emerged with the con.ment that he 
and the President were in perfect 
accord. The Senstors think they 
are in perfec. accord with the 
President, too. In all the White 
House proddings the necessity of 
getting Daugherty out before the 
investigation storm breaks is em- 
phasized.

REED SAYS FALL AND 
DENBY NULLIFIED LAW 


Missouri Senator Declares 
Harding Was Tricked; Ac- 
cuses ‘High Naval Officer.’

CHICAGO, Feb. 22.—Albert F. 


Fall, former Secretary of. the In- 
terior, and Edwin Denby, Secretary 
of the Navy, were charged with 
conspiring to nullify the acts of 
Congress and with hoodwinking 


the late President Harding in ar- 
ranging the leasing of the naval oil 
reserves, by Senator James A. Reed 
of Missouri, Democratic candidate 
for the presidential nomination, in 
an interview with newspaper men 
here today. 

Senator Reed stopped here on his 
way to Missouri to begin a “fight- 
ing campaign”’ for the nomination. 
In expressing his opinion of the 
Teapot Dome leases, Senator Reed 
also declared that the scandal in- 
volved “a high naval officer, an 
Admiral,” whose name he refused 
to disclose. 

“In my opinion,’ Senator Reed 
declared, “the worst development 
of the oil scandal is the proof that 
“a statute of Congress placing the 
naval oil reserves in the hands of 
the Secretary of the Navy was de- 
liberately nullified. 

Charges Nullification Plot. 

“The evidence ciearly shows that 
the Secretary of the Navy and the 
Secretary of the Interior conspired 
together to nullify this statute to 
permit the transfer of the oil re- 
serves to the Secretarv of the In- 
terior. By some means they in- 
duced President Harding to sign an 
order transfering the lands. 

“Mr. Harding is dead. I want 
nothing I may say ot appear as a 
reflection upon him. He was prob- 
ably induced to sign the order 
without having examined the law. 

“It is clear Fall had the oil lands 
transferred to him to in turn trans- 
fer them to Doheny and Sinclair. 
A deliberate scheme of statutory 
nullification was another act in- 
velving Fall, Denby and a high 
naval officer. There is a clause 
in the law which permitted the 
Secretary of the Navy to exchange 
oils, 

“Statute Was Twisted.” 

“Pretending to act by authority 
of such a clause, the naval officer, 
an admiral, Fall and Denby ar- 
ranged for the building of oj] tanks 
costing millions and to pay for she 
tanks out of royalty oils the Gov- 
ernment was to receive from naval 
reserves. That is to say, the 
Statute was twisted from its pur- 
pose so that the naval officer might 
secure the expenditure of millions 
without going to Congress for an 
appropriation. 

“In my opinion, all of the ucts 
violated the letter and spirit of the 
Statute. Even if technically juati- 
ficd, by a strained construction, 
they nevertheless show a willing- 
ness to distort the statute. The 
action taken is manifest of the 
spirit prevalent in Washington for 
years—namely, the disposition of 
certain executive officers to avoid 
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the spirit of the law to accomplish 
their own desires.” 


Cohalan for Reed But Not His 
Campaign Manager.

CHICAGO, Feb. 22.—Daniel F. 
Cohalan, former justice of the Su- 
preme Court of New York, whe 
came here today with United 
States Senator James A. Reed of 
Missouri to be the luncheon guest 
of officers of the Friends of Irish 
Freedom, denied emphatically that 
his trip with the Missouri Senator 
had any political significance. 

Cohalan will address the annual 
Washington Day banquet of the 
Friends tonight and Senator Reed 
will go to Peoria to speak before 
the Creve Coeur Club. 

“The fact that we ars traveling 
together is merely a coincidence,” 
the former justice said. “It does 
not mean, as has been suggested, 
that I have been appointed man- 
ager of Senator Reed’s presidential 
campaign. 

“Without doubt, I will work for 
his nomination and election, but 
not in the capacity of campaign 
manager. I resigned from the 
bench to begin the practice of law 
and political activities w'‘ll not be 
permitted to interfere with the ac- 
complishment of that purpose.” 

Cohalan’s resignation from the 
Supreme Court bench, announced 
Dec. 28, gave rise to reports in 
political circles that he would as- 
sume the .management of Senator 
Reed's campaign. He reiterated 
today that he had resigned only 
because of the insufficient salary 
of a Supreme Court justice.

2.—Attor- 
ney-General Daugherty will not re- 
tire without a fight, and perhaps 
before he gets through he will blast 
some of the reputations of the men 


attacking him. 

Unlike Secretary Denby, 
withdrew without presenting - his 
side of the case in a public hear- 
ing, the Attorney-General insists 
that it is his constitutional priv- 
ilege to be heard.

No Letup by Democrats. 


The Attorney-General is a keen 
politician himself and knows that 
his resignation would not #nd the 
controversy, but would simply give 
the Democrats confirmation of 
their charges. He thinks it would 
be a confession of guilt when he 
insists he has done nothing wrong 
and that a hearing and investiga- 
tion will prove he has been inno- 
cent. 

If the Republican leaders could 
persuade their Democratic brethren 
to keep quiet after Daugherty re- 
signed, there might be a political 
value in his retirement, according 
to the Attorney-General’s friends, 
but the Democrats have no inten- 
tion of letting the Teapot Dome 
scandal slumber. They intend to 
keep on talking about it from now 
until election day next November. 
It has become the paramount issue 
of the campaign. 

Daugherty thinks therefore the 
time has come to turn on those 
who have been accusing him and 
make a ficht. If he can prove he 
has not been connected with the 
oil leases and if he shows that the 
charges against him are baseless, 
he will have impaired the Demo- 
eratic case, so far as members of 
the present administration are con- 
cerned, for neither Fall nor Denby 
are any longer responsible to the 
President and are not a part of the 
Government in anv sensé. 

President’s Part Judicial. 


The President’s part in the dis- 
cussions that have arisen inside the 
Republican party about the wisdom 
of calling for Daugherty’s resigna- 
tion has been judicial. He feels 
strongly that nobody should be 
condemned without a hearing. He 
felt that way about Secretary Den- 
hy and would have preferred that 
the latter remain until he had pre- 
sented his ease, though there was 
an awkwardness in that gituation 
arising from the fact that Govern- 
ment counsel had decided to attack 
the validity of the leases made by 
Denby jointly with Fall.

Maj. Martin Says Army Air Squad- 
ron Probably Will Start from 
Los Angeles March 15.

CHICAGO, Feb. 22.—Maj. F. L. 
Martin, commander of the United

McBride Asserts Plan Was Un- 
der Way to Turn Plant 
Into Veterans’ Hospital.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 22.— 
The Missouri! Department of the 
American Legcion is prepared to 
make itself heard if § there 
is any siackening in the  pros- 
ecution of the disclosed frauds in 
the Veterans’ Bureau, Col. H. D 
McBride. commander of the 
American Legion in Missouri, said 
here today. 

The investigation of the Veter- 
ans’ Bureau was inspired by the 
American Legion, Col. McBride 
said. As one of the components 
of the !tegion's national body, Mis- 
sourl pleyed no small part, he sald, 
in guarding closely the field oper- 
ations of the Veterans’ Bureau to 


‘keep it from contamination of pol- 


iticas such as wrecked the Veterans’ 
Bureau in Washington. 

Col. McBride cited instances 
where the iegion prevented § en- 
croachment by the national offi- 
cers of the Veterans’ Bureau upon 
the efficiency of the field workers. 
He told of one instances where an 
lllinois representative in Congress 
went to St. Louis with ‘an “investi- 
gation’? corffmittee sponsored by 
the Veterans’ Bureau. The “inves- 
tigators’ were to approve the pur- 
chase of the Anheuser-Busch 
brewery in St. Louis as a hospital 
for care of disabled veterans. 

“The legion of Missouri knew 
every move that was made,” Col. 
McBride said. ‘We were prepared 
to go to any extent to keep the 
Forbes crowd from dumping our 
wounded comrades into a brewery 
to satisfy a group of politicians. 
The deal did not go through, be- 
cause we sent word we would tell 
the whole world the inside facts.” 

Col. McBride declared that had 
it not been for the watchfulneas of 
the American Legion officials, the 
conditions disclosed in the investi- 
gation of the Veterans’ Bureau 
would have been “30 to 40 per cent 
worse.” 

“What we demand now.” Col. 
McBride said, ‘is to see the offi- 
cers of the bureau who are to 
blame for the outrages brought to 
justice.”’ 


This being a holiday, the offices 
of Anheuser-Busch Co. were closed, 
and efforts to reach August Busch 
at his office or home for a state- 
ment concerning Col. McBride's 
remarks were unavailing.

RENEW FIGHT FOR 
- OLD COURTHOUSE SITE 


7000 Persons Sign Petition— 
Assert Law Precludes. Using 
Plaza for - Purpose. 


Opponents’ of the Municipal 


Plaza site for the new $4,000,000 
courthouse have réopened their 
campaign for the site at Broadway 
and. Market street, it was learned 
yesterday, when Director of Pubilc 
Utilities Hooke announced before 
the Board of Public Service that he 
held petitions, purporting to be 
signed by 7000 persons, urging the 
Broadway location. 

The petitions assert that erec- 
tion of a courthouse building on the 
plaza site is illegal. The building 
is planned for the east half of the 
block, between. Market, Chestnut, 
Eleventh and Twelfth, which is 
now city property. The petitioners 
contend that the entire block was 
listed in the bond issue for memo- 
rial plaza purposes only. 

The petitions come from John F, 
Queeny, owner of the old Southern 
Hotel property at Broadway and 
Walnut street, who, with the City 
Improvement Association, has 
championed the Broadway site. 
The Board of Public Service and 
other city officials have pledgetl 
themselves to the plaza site. The 
Board of Aldermen has voted for it, 
and referendums in civic organiza- 
tions, including the Bar Associa- 
tion and Real Estate Exchange, 
have favored it. 

Hooke explained yesterday that 
he had promised to present the pe- 
titions. 

“Well, you can fresent them,” 
Director Cunliff said. “Bring them 
in Wednesday and we will file 
them.”

“DUCK” EGGS 35,000,000 
YEARS OLD IN MUSEUM 


Chemical Test Made to Determine 

Nature of Two Fossils Found 

in South Dakota. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 22.—Two eggs 
believed to.be bird eggs between 
35,000,000 and 60,000,000 years old, 
which were found in South Dakota, 
have been added to the collection 
of fossils.in the Field Museum, it 
was announced today. 

Chemical analysis has proved 
that the objects are eggs and not 
stones. A small piece of the petri- 
fied shell, when chipped off and 
burned gave an odor similar to 
that of the burning of a fresh egg 
shell. 

“Of course we cannot be positive 
that they are duck eggs,” H. W. 
Nichols, associate curator of ge- 
ology of the museum, said, “but 
they are from a bird that must 
have been much like a modern 
duck. They are the exact shape 
of duck eggs and the texture is 
the same. 

“The age of the eggs was deter- 
mined by the sort of rock in which 
they were found, rock that be- 
longed to the early miocene age, 
35,000,000 to 60,000,000 years ago. 
Except for the dinosaur egg. recent-. 
ly discovered in Mongolia, the duck 
eggs are believed to be among the 
oldest manifestations of animal life 
yet found.”

Heat Prostrations Numerous. 

Boys and girls are needed in the 
“thinning” process. This consists 
of pulling up the plants which are 
not developing well. The children 
crawl down the rows on their 
hands and knees and work even 
longer than during the harvest, for, 
in the latter part of May, when the 
thinning begins, there is more day- 
light. Thinning, also,.is back- 
breaking toil. Instead of the cold 
of the fall, however, the children 
are exposed to the early summer 
sun. Prostrations from heat are 
numerous. The eyes of the chil- 
dren are often injured by the glare 
which is reflected back from the 
sandy soil. 

Beet children are naturally far 

behind in their school work. Even 
when they live in the district where 
they work, and in some cases such 
is the case, most of them leave 
school early in April or May. In 
the fall some of them may attend 
for two or three weeks during the 
period that the beets are storing 
sugar under September sun and 
before the harvest begins. 
But when word comes from the 
sugar company that the day for the 
harvest has arrived the schools are 
again depleted. A visit to one of 
the schools near Scottsbluff fur- 
nished an illustration of a situation 
The young teach- 
er looked toward her classroom in 
despair. Sixty-five pupils were en- 
rolled, she said, although but 30 
were present. 

Little Chance for Schooling. 

“It’s hopeless,”” she declared. 
“The beet children are in the fields 
and we can’t hold these others 
back. After the harvest we'll have 
to split the classes. Nobody learns 
very much under that system. Be- 
sides, when the beet children re- 
turn they are worn out, tired little 
men and women with dul] minds 
and serious faces. They are ex- 
hausted before they begin. The 
degree of retardation is tremend- 
ous. Many of the children stay 
in the first, second or third grades 
until they are too old to go to 
school.” 

The defenders of the situation 
make much of the fact that the 
children work in the open agéir. 
They insist that few really small 
children are at work and _ that 
these merely “help out” their par- 
ents. During the past summer the 
National Child Labor Committee 
has made a survey in the. Scotts- 
bluff district and has obtained sta- 
tistics which definitely refute these 
theories. 

Miss Sara A. Brown and Miss 
Robie O. Sargent have talked with 
hundreds of families. In 355 fami- 
lies studied, 918 persons over 16, 
classed as “adults,"’ were at work 
as compared with 995 under 16. 
About 300 of these children were 
between the ages of 5 and ®. The 
children diq all the handwork’ on 
8000 out of 17,000 acres. The 300 
very small boys and girls com- 
pleted the work on an average of 
six acres each. The adults indi- 
vidually average probably 
than ten acres.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Al- 
ready groggy from the swift suc- 
cession of blows rained upon it in 
the last few weeks—the Teapot 
Dome revelations, the enforced res- 
ignation of Secretary of the Navy 
Denby, the drive against Attorney- 
General Daugherty, the defeat of 
the Mellon tax plan in the House, 
to say nothing of the minor irrita- 
tion® that come to any party in 
power—the Coolidge administra- 
tion is faced with the prospect of 
another crashing assault by its po- 
litical enemies. 

Flushed with their success in the 
fight on the Mellon plan, Demo- 
crats in the House and their non- 
conformist Republican allies are 
concerting a plan to embarrass Mr. 
Coolidge with a tariff bill. 

The idea is to present a revisicn 
of the existing Fordney-McCuimber 
schedules as soon as the revenue 
measure is out of the way in the 
House. No one has any thought 
that the bill will be reported out 
by the Ways and Means Comniuit- 
tee, to which, in the natural course 
of events, it will be referred. Lut 
at the end of 30 days, under the 
new rules, which the La Follette 
insurgents jammed down the throar 
of the regular Republican organi- 
zation, it can be brought out by a 
petition with 150 signatures. 

Odds Favor Its Passage. 

There is no doubt that the re- 
quisite number of signatures can 
be obtained, and hardly any dbdubt 
that the bill can be put through 
the House. Greater difficuity may 


considering the way in which the 
Democrats and the insyrgent Ke- 
publicans of that bedy worked to- 
gether in the fight over the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee. chair- 
manship and in the vote on fhe 
Denby resolution; the odds would 
seem: to favor passage. In any 
event, the adnfinistration would be 
greatly embd@rrasse, and passage 
of the bilk.woold be a blow right 
between the eyes. : 

Mr. Coolidge is on record against 
any legislative modification of the 
tariff law at this time. What the 
country needs, he says, is “stabil- 
ity.” He takes the position that 
the sliding scale provisions of the 
i\law, which enable the executive to 
change existing rates within cer- 
tain limits, are adequate to cure 
any defects. 

Most decidedly he doesn’t want 
the “tariff of abominations,” as the 
Democrats call it, opened up for 
discussion on the eve of the cam- 
paign. His state of mind if a Dem- 
ocratic revision bill, advertised to 
the country as a bill to reduce the 
high cost of living, were presented 
to him for his approval or disap- 
proval, is not difficult to imagine. 

Three Plans Suggested. ¢

take. Three plans have been sug- 
gested—one to reduce the items 
that bear most oppressively on con- 
sumers in general, another to direct 
the attack at the schedules in 
which the farmers are most inter- 
ested, and a third to propose a flat 
10 per cent reduction all around. 
One of these ideas, in all probabil- 
itv, will be adopted. They are all 
loaded with campaign dynamite. 

If the Democrats ,put through 
their tariff scheme, they will have 
a platform of three main planks for 
the coming campaign. One has 
been provided already by the oil 
scandal. “Turn the rascals out,” 
or words to that effect. will be the 
slogan. A second will be the Dem- 
ocratic effort, through the Garner 
plan, to reduce the taxes of the 
average citizen more liberally than 
was contemplated by the Mellon 
bill. The trinity will be con: pleted 
by the assault on the cost of living 
throuch a lowering of the tariff.

IRELAND WANTS ENVOY AT 
WASHINGTON AND HER OWN 
QUOTA FOR IMMIGRATION 


Free State’s Minister for ‘External Affairs 
Takes Up Matter Which Is Now Before 
< the State Department.

LONDON, Feb. 22.—The Irish 
Free State, through Desmond Fitz- 
gerald, Minister of External Af- 


fairs, has made representations to 
the American State Department, I 
am authoritatively informed, ask- 
ing permission to send a perma- 
nent Free State official representa- 
tive to Washington. 

This action follows closely on 
Fitzgerald's previous request that 
in the immigration bill pending be- 
fore the American Congress the 
Free State have a separate quota. 
Hitherto the Irish and _ British 
quotas have been lumped. 

If this latter request is granted 
it will mean an increase in the 
Irish quota and a decrease in the 


British. 


It is believed in Free State quar- 
ters, however, that the Ulster Gov- 
ernment probably will continue to 
accept inclusion of its quota with 
the British. 

Two Reasons for Quota Request. 

The Free State’s request for a 
separate quota is dictated by two 
considerations. In the first place 
there are more Irish than British 
in America and the Free State feels 
it should take advantage of that 
fact to obtain a larger quota in- 
stead of allowing Great Britain to 
gain. Secondly the Free State 
wishes to demonstrate that it pos- 
sesses full dominion status and 
that since other British dominions 
have separate quotas, Ireland 
should not be discriminated 
against. 

Asa matter of courtesy, the Brit- 
ish Government was informed of 
this request. However, the negotia- 
tions are being carried on directly 
under power of a resolution adopt- 


ed at the Imperial Conference that 
a dominion may carry on direct ne- 
gotiations with a foreign Govern- 
ment in matters which concern 
only itself and that Government 
and which do not concern the Brit- 
ish Government or other parts cf 
the Empire. 

The Free State Government an- 
ticipates no objection from the 
British Government regarding the 
quota question, and I am told, 
would politely refuse to consid:=r it 
if it were made. 

U. S. Expected to Agree. 

It is also expected the United 
States will agree to the separate 
quota arrangement. 

I am told the question has al- 
ready been discussed between the 
American Embassy here and Irish 
Free State representatives. 

Aside from obtaining the _ sep- 
arate quota as a demonstratign of 
its dominion status, the Free State 
regards it as in itself worth hav- 
ing. There is considerable unem- 
ployment of youthful energy in 
the Free State. It is said such 
force, unless engaged in work 
either at home or abroad, is apt 
to drift toward violent politics as 
well as being a bad economic fac- 
tor. 

Also Religious Angle. 

In certain circles it is also 
pointed oug that the question of 
Irish immigration to the United 
States has a definite religious an- 
gle—increasing the American Ro- 
man Catholic population. 

As for appointment of a Free 
State representative to Washing- 
ton, official quarters here and at 
Dublin are not informed of the at- 
titude the American Government 
is likely to take. Canada has as- 
serted the right to make such an 
appointment, but the post is not 
yet filled and no other dominion 
has yet taken a similar step. It 
is admitted the Washington Gov- 
ernment may take some time _ to 
consider the request.

GLORIFIED IN LAW, 
HADLEY DECLARES 


Says Decisions in Criminal 
Appeals Rival Ecclesias- 
tical Disputes of Middle 
Ages in Hair-Splitting.

AT JOHNS HOPKINS 


People Have Come to Have 
Lack of Confidence in 
Their Courts, Chancellor 
Asserts.

BALTIMORE, Feb. 22.—Chan- 


cellor Herbert 8. Hadley et Wash- 
ington University, St. Louis, deliv- 
ered the commemoration day ad- 


versity. Speaking of the develop- 
ment of American law, and particu- 
larly of the criminal law, he said: 

“The crimifial law of this coun- 
try has developed along lines that 
have greatly impaired its effective- 
ness in the protection of life and 
property and in the preservation of 
public order. This has largely re- 
sulted from the fact that we have 
preserved not only all of the safe- 
guards for the protection of the in- 
nocent that fiad been devised in 
England during periods of political 
oppression, but we added many of 
our own. In fact, most of 
changes in our criminal procedure 
nave resulted in increased opportu- 
nities for the guilty to escape rath- 
er than in an increased ability for 
society to protect itself against its 
enemies. 

Technicality Glorified. 

“The right of appeal from ctim- 
inal convictions given to the de- 
fendants, but not to the prosecu- 
tion, gradually produced in our 
Appellate Courts a glorification of 
technicality, until the trial of a 
criminal case has come to be a con- 
test devoted rather to the mainte- 
nance of abstract formulas than to 
the ascertainment of truth and the 
punishment of the guilty. The de- 
velopment of the civil law, while 
also characterized by an undue em- 
phasis on technical rules of pro- 
cedure and abstract formulas, has 
aroused public dissatisfaction, more 
by reason of the fact that the Ap- 
pellate Courts assumed the right. tu 
declare laws unconstitutional! which 
did not agree with their ideas as to 
what was advisable and sound from 
&@ social, political or economic 
standpoint. The defeat, in this way, 
of laws intended to secure a larger 
measure of social and’ industrial 
justice aroused so much of public 
opposition and criticism that it is 
only a Mttle over a decade ago 
that we were considering radical 
changes in our constitutional sys- 
tem, through yd 

&h the recall of Judges 
and the recall of judicial decisions. 
Recently I heard one of the 
leaders of public thought in. this 
country, who knows much both of 
law and astronomy, assert that we 
would have to go back to the Pto- 
lemaic system of the universe to 
find anything as complex and in- 
volved as our present legal sys- 
tem, and to one who har been 
brought into actual contact with 
the glorification of formalism in- 
cident to the enforcement of our 
criminal laws, it would seem nec- 
essary to go back to the ecclesias- 
tical controversies of the Middle 
Ages to find anything so artificial, 
hair splitting and impracticable as 
the decisions of many of our courts 
in criminal appeals. 
Lack of Confidence. 

“One of the most serious phases 
of the failure of our legal system 
to measure up to the requirements 
of modern life is to be found in the 
lack of confidence that the people 
have come to have in their law 
and in their courts. This has found 
expression in the establishment of 
administrative boards and commis- 
sions as substitutes for our courts, 
and in the tendency of the busi- 
ness world to turn to arbitration 
as the .only means of relief from 
the delay and ineffectiveness of 
adjudication. Public utility, work- 
men’s compensation commissions 
and the growth of a great bureau- 
cracy with legislative and judicial 
functions evidence the tendency to 
look to administration rather than 
adjudication for the proper regu- 
lation of the complex civilization 
of the present day. And the log- 
jen] result of this téndency is to 
make our Government one of men 
rather than of law, to substitute 
the personal justice of the Caliphs 
of Bagdad for the settled princi- 
ples of human conduct expressed 
in the decisions of our courts. 

“There have been twa move- 
ments within the profession to im- 
prove the law itself. One has had 
to do with the fixing of higher edu- 
cational standards for admission to 
the study of the law, and higher 
standards of legal education for the 
practice of the law. The effect has 
been to improve the law by raising 
the standard of education and abil- 
ity of those who administer it.

EXPANSION FOR ST. LOUS. 

The struggie of St. Louisans to expand the boun- 
daries of the city and take in either the county 
or thickly settled parts of the county which are 
sadly in need of modern municipal facilities and 
proper police and fire protection has been 
blocked. The Constitution, having provisions for 
the olf scheme and Charter which are opsolete, 
but no provision for municipal expansion, put the 
Legislature in a doubtful position with regard to 
expansion, and it has been impossible to get the 
needful legislation on the subject. . 

The new Constitution which will be voted on 
next Tuesday provides ample opportunity for the | 
expansion of cities. Practically four ways are of- 
fered for the annexation of territory from adjoin- 


required by legitimate growth or the needs of set- 
tlements on the borders of cities require the ad- 
vantages of city government. 

It provides that any county may change county 
lines, and may consolidate with other counties. 


And for the purpose of these provisions, St. Louis

Contiguous cities may be consolidated or 
merged for municipal purposes without regard to 
county boundary lines. 
St. Louis may return to and become a part of| 
St. Louis County, and thus expand its boundaries |

All of these changes or extensions require the 
consent of the voters of city and county affected. 
The Constitution thus authorizes the expansion 
of the city of St. Louis and other cities and pro- 
vides convenient methods by which expansion may 
be accomplished. 
The prodlem of expansion is now pressing upon | 
St. Louts and upon the residents of contiguous ter- 
ritory who need municipal conveniences and ad- 
vantages as much as St. Louis needs the additiona!

If the proposed Constitution is defeated next.

JUST-A-MINUTE IN WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
T ts by this time pretty well established 
ie aside from the law men in the pub- 
lic service or desiring to get back int> it 
are bound by certain ethical considerations. 
It is not, however, altogether established 
just what these ethical considerations are. 
The Senate debates them every day. This 


matter has apparently not been gone into 
for some time, and understanding of the 
code has consequently teen considerably 
more lax than # is likely to be for some 
time to come. 

Senator Ashurst of Arizona enlivened the 
debate On Thursday. As a matter of fact, he 
made it so lively that, there was a rush info 
the press gallery from the nearby press 
room, and the sound of tumult fairly made 
that end of the Capitoi ring. The Senator 
charged that Senator Phipps of Colorade 
had sat upon a committee which refused 
aid to a water project threatening comp:cti- 
tien with an electric enterprise tn which 
the Colorado Senator is a stockholder. Sen- 
ator Ashurst held this to be unethical and 
before he got done he created a vivid im- 
pression that in the matter of lfons the 
Great Sahara desert has nothing on our 
own Painted desert. Senator Phipps denied 
that self-interest had influenced either his 
own action ur that of the committee, but if 
he felt that as strongly as Senator Ashurst 
feit the opposite he failed to express hime<elf 
with anything like the same volume of tone. 

No doubt the Senate will in time deter- 
mine what this code of ethics is. It is a 
more or less earnest and inquiring body. and 
judging by the avidity with which Senators 
fly at one another it is not in geed of exter- 
nal assistance. It is not, we imagine, neces 
sary for the country to file with it a state- 
ment of what the public conceives to be the 
ethical code for public service. It is going 
to work the thing out itself. Nor is it cer- 
tain that public epinion is sufficiently free 
from bias to aid the Senate in such a quest. 
The Minneapolis Journal, for instance. 
thinks the uproar over Mr. Fail was merely 
a smokescreen manufactured by Democraits 
te conceal the crimes of Democrats. If that 
is a sample of what we think we are doing 
better to merely sit in the galleries and Iet 
the Senate debate it. 

At any rate, the debate in the Senate cag 
hardly fail to be salutary. If it ts hard on a 
geod many people now or lately ihn the pub- 
lbc service it will make it eesy for men to 
come to know what they should do. Many 
of the men now under a cloud. some of 
them actually resting under it, had not the 
benefit of such a discussion. They were not 
compelled, as men must now be, to consider 
this before they entered public service. The 
Senate is quite unsparing in its discussion. 
Mostly the members come to the debate 
dressed very piaimiy, without diamonds in 
their cravats and with their watch chains 
showing only one side. Senator Heflin of Ala- 
barma in his white waistcoat and Senator 
Cepeiand of New York with a pink carna- 
tien on the lapel of his coat are almost the 
sole sartorial notes on the floor. The entire 
Republican side displays but one obviousiy 
tailor-made suit, that of Senator Willis of

‘SENATOR GREENE IMPROVED 


House Bill Would Make It Felony 
for Bootleggers to Go Armed.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Fur- 
ther improvement in the condition 
of United States Senator Frank L. 
Greene of Vermont was announced 
at noon today. Greene was wound- 
ed by a bullet fired last Friday 
night during an encounter between 
a prohibition enforcement party 
and suspected bootleggers in an al- 
ley as he end Mrs. Greene were 
passing. 

As a direct outgrowth of the 
shooting of Senator Greene, Repre- 
sentative Foster (Rep., O.) intro- 
duced a resolution in the House 
today to make it a felony for boot- 
leggers to possess any firearms or 
other deadly weapons. 

In a statement defending Prohi- 
bition Agent Fisher, who has said 
he fired four shots during the ex- 
change which resulted in the 
wounding ef Greene after his par- 
ty had been fired upon first, Fos- 
ter declared he had ’three witnesses 
to prove that Fisher's statemenf 
that he did not fire first was cor- 
rect.

Bernstorff, former German Am- 


bassador to the United States, has 
raised his voice as one gf the few 
defenders in Germany of the late 
Woodrow Wilson. In the weekly 
Deutsche Einheit Von Bernstorff 
degends Mr. Wilson against almost 
universal charges by the Germans 
of a betrayal of Germany, and al- 
so calls the Gérman public’s atten- 
} tion to the untruth of the generally 
accepted statement that Germany 
laid down arms in the World War 
through belief in President Wil- 
son’s “fourteen. points. ~ 

“This is a falsification of his- 
tory, as every one knows who was 
present at the negotiations,” says 
Von Bernstorff. “We laid down 
our arms because army headquar- 
ters urgently asked to avoid catas- 
trophe, and only then we called 
for President Wilson's help in con- 
nection with his 14 points. 

“It may be doubted whether it 
was clever to address the Presi- 
dent, whom we had offended two 
years before. But in its result his 
intervention was successful, for we 
got it by a moral right. The Ver- 
sailles treaty became a peace of 
agreement, while wtherwise it 
would have been only a conse- 
quence of our military destruc- 
tion.” 

In his article, Count Von Bern- 
storff reminds the Germans that 
President Wilsqgn fought success- 
fully for Germany at Versailles on 
the question of boundaries. He 
emphasizes that without President 
the Rhine and the River Saare.

BRAZIL INVITES INSPECTION 
OF WER NATURAL *WEALTH 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Jan. 20.— 
For the purp«see of promoting a 
more favorable opinion than Brazil 
at present enjoys in foreign finan- 
cial circles, the Government has 
invited a British mission of finan- 
cial and economic experts to visit 
this country. 

The uneasiness over the Brazil- 
ian financial situation, as indicated 
by low quotations on Brazilian 
bonds and falling exchange, in the 
opinion of the Brazillian Govern- 
ment, is not justified by the eco- 
nomic conditions and vast re- 
sources of the country. 

The foreign mfssion was invited 
to enable first hand investigation 
by experts chosen by the foreign 
investors themselves. It is the con- 
fident belief of Government offi- 
cials that when the true conditions 
are thus reported to the foreign 
money markets, confidence in Bra- 
zil and its future will be restored. 

A British mission was chosen be- 
cause British capital predominates 
in foreign investments in Brazil. 

One of the semi-official declara- 
tions concerning the visiting mis- 
sion estimated Brazil's total pro- 
duction this year, agrictIitural, 
mineral and industrial, at 12,000,- 
000 contgs of reis, or slightly more 
than $1,000,000,900 at the present 
exchange.

Government Seeking Means of

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—There 
are probably about 250,000 reindeer 


“lin Alaska, and it is expected that 


the reindeer herds will become the 
basis of an :mportant future indus- 
try of the Territory. The Biological 
Survey of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agricultyre has undertak- 
en to encourage the industry by 
studying the diseases of the rein- 
deer, food and range problems, 
methods of handing, and particu- 
larly the improvement of the herds 
in size, vigor, and meat producing 
qualities. 

To this end a speclal worker from 
the Biological Survey, Olaus J. Mu- 
rie, hag spent three yeadrs investi- 
gating the caribou herds tn North- 
ern Alaska, with a view to locat- 
ing the large-sized caribou in order 
te capture bulls for crossing with 
the refndeer. As reindeer are, in 
fact, domesticated caribou, it is ex- 
pected that herds can be greatly 
strengthened in this way.

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| AMERICAN SOCIETY FOUNDS 
MEMORIAL TO LAFAYETTE 


Taking Ferm of School and Or- 
phanage, Institution in France 


NEW YORK. Feb. 22.—A me- 
morial in France to the Marquis 
de Lafayette, to perpetuate the 
memory of this famous Frenchman 
through good works, is the accom- 
plishment in a period of four years 
of an American society known as 
The Lafayette Memorial, which has 
the support and co-operation of a 
large number of prominent French 
and American men and women. 
The memorial coday is not a proj- 
ect, but a going cuncern, taking 
| the form of a school and orphan- 
lage: a pretubercular sanitarium, 
and finally a museum. 

It is the purpose, of the society 
to maintain the Chateau Lafayette, 
in Central France, as a permanent 
memorial to the Marquis and to 
the memory of the allied heroes 
who were killed in the World War. 


It should become, members of th 
ociety say, an American national 
memoriar like Mount Vernon on 
the Potomac, the birthpalce of 
George Washington. 

The memorial is in the old La- 
fayette chateau, at Chavagnac, 350 
miles south of Paris, where the 
Marquis was born in 1757. This 
property, consisting of various 
buildings and 175 acres of lané, 
has been acquired by the society. 
The chateau was the Lome of La- 
fayette’s ancestors for centuries, 
artd here the French hero of Amer- 
ican independence grew up to early 
manhood. The building has been 
restored and new structures have 
been added to the group, and ev- 
erything has been provided, in the 
way of modern improvements, for 
the health, comfort and proper ed- 
ucation of the children cared for 
by the memorial. 

In the school and preventorium, 
which house a total of 250 chil- 
dren, war refugees and war or- 
phans, the outdoor training of an 
American scnool is given. The 
youngsters are taught boxing, bDase- 
ball, etc., and also receive a first- 
class training for the French bac- 
calaureate examination. When they 
are old enough these boys will be 
sent out to receive training in the 
big businesses of America, such as 
the United States Steel Co., General 
Electric Co., etc. Forty of the 
boys in the*school are French, 25 
Russian, 25 Polish and 10 Italian. 


RUMANIA LIFTS GASOLINE 
PRICE LIMIT TO AID INDUSTRY 


Only Refined Products Exported 
and Home Consumption 
May End That. 
Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

BUCHAREST, Feb. 2.—The days 
are gone when gasoline could be 
purchased in Rumania for the 
equivalent of 10 cents a gallon, a 
price that prevailed all through the 
year 1923. The new petroleum law 
permits local oil companies to 
charge world market prices for oil 
sold to the domestic trade; the old 
law compelled them to sell much 
under these quotations. The pur- 
pose of the change is to bring to 
the oil companies sufficient profits 
to permit them to extend their op- 
erations to new and unproved fields. 

The production of crude oi] in 
Rumania is increasing. Last year it 
was 10,500,000 barrels (of 42 gal- 
lons each), as against 9,500,000 bar- 
rels in 1922. and 8,000,000 in 1921. 
Back in 1913 the total was 13,000,- 
000 barrels. 

The export of refined ofl prod- 
ucts (crude oil may not be sent out 
of the country) was 3,000,000 bar- 
rels in 1923, as against 7,000,000 
in 1913. The local market for re- 
fined products is increasing stead- 
ily, and if this condition contin- 
ues, Rumania, in a few years, may 
cease to be an oil exporting coun- 
trv.

After pointing out Washington’s 
achievements in the irternational 
sphere, Dr. Moore said that if ar- 
bitral agreements are made today 
“there is a disposition to hedge 
them about with Umita*tivns and to 
emasculate them with exceptions, 
and, if the award is ayainst us, to 
question its justice or cven its 
validity.” . 

“Such things,’ he caserted, “may 
imply either a chauge of attitude 
toward the method, or a want of 
confidence in its admt-istration, 
or a blend of both. But, no mat- 
ter which it may be, the legisla- 
tion reflects a state of mind just 
now prevalent and by no means 
confined to any particuiar subject.

cups flour, four teaspoons baking 
powder, one-half teaspoon salt, two 
tablespoens shortening and one- 
half to one-third cup liquid. If this 
soft dough is rolled and cut out 
“small, and baked quickly, we have 
the typical tea or baking powder 
biscuit. If laid on top of a meat 
pie it becomes “crust.” If cut out 
or dropped on top of a steaming 
meat or fruit it at once becomes a 
“dumpling.” If filled with pre- 
serves or canned fruit and rolled 
and cooked over steam it is a jelly 
roll or boiled dumpling. All that 
must be remembered is to vary the 
amount of liquid—for baking more 
liquid or a more moist dough may 
be used than when the dough is to 
be steamed. Also for either baking 
as a biscuit or in crust form more 
shortening may be safely added 
than if the dough is to be steamed, 
when it might become soggy when 
too much fat was used. 

All pans or gem molds, for what- 
ever batter mixture, should be very 
hot and well oiled before being 
filled; they should be filled not 
over half full; they require a quick 
oven. Indeed, all batters must be 
cooked or poured onto a hot or 
evenly heated surface and cooked 
most quickly—slow cooking makes 
them tough. A good plan ts v0 
place half a teaspoon shortening 
in each gem bottom and put the 
entire pan into the oven. With a 
circular or rotary motion, equalize 
the grease on the entire pan, pour- 
ing off any excess. This will in- 
sure satisfactory greasing to pre- 
vent sticking. 

Some batter mixtures call for 
sour milk or molasses. In using 
all molasses, its acidity must be 
neutralized with baking soda, the 
best way being to add the soda to 
a little boiling water and then stir 
into the molasses. If this is done. 
then baking powder also may be 
used, but never use molasses and 
baking powder only. The propor- 
tion of one-half teaspoon baking 
soda to each one cup of sour milk 
or molassés is correct. 

Practice with the master gem 
recipe in its simplest form, then 
make changes in the flour, and by 
adding fore liquid practice it as a 
griddie mixture. After becoming 
expert at a simple griddle cake, try 
the mixture as a waffle or make it 

_stiffer into the form of a soft 
bread. At least three chapters in

WILP LIFE FOR 
OUR BOYS

S it natural tr necessary or de- 
J scanie for half-grown boys to 

stay about the house, keeping 
their clothes clean, reading? I 
doubt it. 

Recently, on a Sunday, I traveled 
all day on a fast-moving train. It 
was cold, raining and almost freez- 
ing. You might have expected ev- 
eryone to be enjoying the warm, 
quiet comfort of tndoors. But here 
is what I saw: 

Five boys behind an embank- 
ment, out of sight of flouse and 
home, wet and bedraggled, but 
dancing around a smoldering bon- 
fire. 

A dozen urchins out on a muddy 
back lot playing shinny with all 
the energy of athletes. 

A half dozen other young Amer- 
icans near a woodland, with long 
spears and bows and arrows, stag- 
ing an Indian battle. 

All of these boys appeared happy, 
satisfied and earnestly applying 
themselves to their tasks. They 
were giving that fine measure of 
attention and devotion -which Is 
the dream but never the reality of 
the schoolroom. 

What is the lesson for parents 
and teachers, as we find it in all 
this interesting boy behavior? 

To me the answer seems clear. 
The nature of the growing boy 
longs for crude and primitive sit- 
uations as means of growth and 
spiritual enfoldment. No matter 
how refined and clean our home 
and schools and streets may be, 
the wild and savage disposition 
of the 12-year-old will tend to 
burst into action. 

To suppress this conduct of the 
growing boy is to hinder his 
growth and leave a valuable part 


‘of his inner nature unexpressed. 


Our entire system of modern 
education is too gentle for mat- 
ural boyhood. too refining and 
too “perfect.” And, were it not 
that the powerful nature of boy- 
hood revolts, our “perfect” stand- 
ards of education might suppress 
all spontaneity. 

The true course of training for 
American boys cails for mudholes, 
bonfires, spears, caves and shinny 
clubs. Where are we going to get 
this indispensable laboratory of 
efficient American manhood-to-be? 
Even our parks and playgrounds 
are too artificial and refined. 

Before any such thing as a golf 
course or a country cluDd should 
be permitted, why not require that 
every city provide a large section 


of land, water, timher and stone 
in their primitive state, and here 
80 provide a laboratory for the 
making of real Americans boys 
and girls in God's great natural 
out-of-doors?
